IN F E C T E D S H A D E T R E E S . 


Preyed Upon by Destructive Insects— 
Remedy Prescribed by State 
Entomologist. 


UDservant persons nave noticed this 


sum mer th at there is something the 
m atter with many of the shade trees 


which adil so much to the beauty 
arid comfort of the streets and homes, 
and 
to 
the 
attractiveness 
of 
the 
grounds belonging to the public build­ 
ings of Bryan. 
While but few trees 
are at; yet affected so seriously as to 


im pair their sym metry or their util­ 
ity for shade, it is believed m ost of 
them are suffering from the pest in 


its incipient stages, while a few al­ 
ready show its baleful effects in dead 
limbs and discolored foliage. 
If not 
checked the results next year are 
likely to be serious, if not disastrous, 
to the trees. 
In conversation with Professor R. 
O. Allen on the grounds 
of 
Allen 
Academy a few days ago a represent­ 
ative of the Eagle noted the unheal­ 
thy appearance 
of 
a 
maple, 
near 
Which they were standing, and an in­ 
vestigation showed that the limbs of 
a number of trees of different varie­ 
ties were in a moribund 
condition. 
The Eagle man cut a bunch of twigs 
from these trees and sent them to 
Professor Sanborn of the D epartm ent 
of Entomology 
in 
the 
A gricultural 
and Mechanical 
College 
of 
Texas, 
who is also co-operative entomologist 
specialist in Aphididae of the United 
States Bureau of Entomology, with a 
request for an opinion as to the cause 
of the trouble and the remedy. 
The 
reply, received yesterday, is ag fol­ 
lows: 
College Station, Tex., June 15, ’08. 
Editor Bryan Eagle, Bryan Texas. 
Dear Sir: 
Your letter of the 13th 
instant, with inclosure 
of 
infested 
shade tree twigs to hand. These twigs 
are not infested w ith a disease, but 
are 
infected 
with 
a 
scale 
insect 
(Chrysomphalus tenebricosus), which 
is somewhat sim ilar to the San Jose 
scale. 
In answer to your query for a rem ­ 
edy, beg to say th at the lime sulphur 
wash is one of the best rem edies th at 
can be applied to scale Inseects in 
general. 
This. however, is a w inter 
spray, and should 
not 
be 
applied 
while the foliage 
Is 
on 
the 
trees. 
M oreover,during the sum m er there are 
a great many parasites which attack 
the different scales, and if an appli­ 
cation is made at this time, many of 
the beneficial Insects will be killed. 
On the other hand, if a remedy is ap­ 
plied in the w inter time, these inim i­ 
cal insects of the scales are likely to 
be well protected In their hibernating 
quarter^. 
My advice, therefore, is to 
use a spray as soon as defoliation oc­ 
curs in the fall. 
W herever the scales 
are 
serious, 
a 
second 
application 
should be made in early spring be­ 
fore foliation occurs. 
This 
spray 
should be applied with a regular spray 
pump with nozzles that are adapted 
for such applications. 
The Vermorel 
or Mistry spray nozzles are especially 
recommended, since they scatter the 
spray into a mist. If the latter is ap­ 
plied to the infected shade trees, in 
a way that no exposed places are left 
untouched by it, the scales will stand 
a poor chance of living under its ef­ 
fect. 
The formula recommended is as fol­ 
lows: 
Lime 
(fresh 
unslmcked) 
20 
pounds, sulphur 15 pounds, water (to 
make) 
50 
gallons. 
This 
formula 
should be mixed as follows: 
Mix the 
sulphur into a paste and add about 
15 gallons of bot bolling water. 
Add 
the lime and stir while slacking. 
Boil 
about 45 minutes or until the bright 
yellow color of the sulphur disappears. 
This may then be added to the re­ 
mainder of the 50 gallons of water 
aud is ready for use.
